~ The report on tho trade of Port Said and 
the B8nez Canal for 1894, forwarded by Me 
Gould, British Consul, to the Secretary of 
State, shows that brsioess between the 
East and Weat by this route continues (o 
increns’. The tonnage wesing through the

,000 in round figures, Of this total 
British ships re,reaented 8,500,000 tons. 
Thoso who como wext appear vory small 
{ry, indeed, fur the figures sre—German: 
$87,362 tons, and France 710,930, followed 
in order by Du‘ch, Austrian, Russian, and 
Spanish vezsols.. Froportionately, the 
largest incronse is in the total tonnage of 
Japsuese abipa, which waa 17,000 in 1894 
against wot quite 3,000 in 1803. Tho 
average draft of vessels is higher than 
bofore, and the tonnage has incressed 
without the uumber of vorsels being raised. 
Tho passengers conveyod through the Canal 
during Isat year numbered 163,000, Of 
these 73,000 wore soldiers and 50 per cont 
of them British, the French com’ g next 
with 15,000 men. It ia interesting to tread
